17kw York, March 10.— A ipecial dis- 
patch to a moruiug paper firom Tampa, 
Fla., says: Passeugern on the steamer 
which aniyed h-oiu Hav.iiM hiin^s 
news of reports in ciirulution tlu'io of 
further deprerlatioiis by Spanish cruisors 
on American vewela along tb« Cnbun 
ooait. 

The latest report U to the effect tliat 
the Spanish gnnboat Arcedo fired into 
and sank an American schooner off 
Pderto Padre. It is reported that rim 
crew of the vesael, nombering 19 per- 
■ons, perished with it. 

It is not known whetlier the Hchouuer 
hadarinsor carried tin t>x])pditioii for 
the Cubans. It wasrcjxirted in Havana 
that the st^hcxiner had sailed t inn i Key 
W?Ht. luquii'ies, however, fail to show 
that any boat is uiissiii^ or umv ported. 
exe«pt tho.se en}<aK»'(i in Iciiitituiit^f 
trade. Many sailed reccnrly t'rotu West 
Indian ports witli fruit caixoow.

In ri>i)oMse to urgent re- 
quests for inforiuat ion on the Allianca 
atfair and the answer of Spain a note 
from tiio minister was preiseuted to all 
inquiries saying: "Excure me, 1 have 
nothintr foi l her for publication." 

Among the callers on the minister 
was Mr. Gray, former owner of the Al- 
llanca, but he, too, was unable to secure 
an iuterriew. He iic^ct went to the 
■tate department. Mr. Gray was re- 
oeirer ot the Amencan and BmailiBn 
Steamship company, which uperatisd 
the AlliAuca, and sold Imr to the present 
Owner*. He speaks in high terms ef her 
camUlitiea. 

Mr. Gray sajs that his preaant bnsi,- 
neM with the spauish mluiKter, and the 
state depeHment ieof • private uaenre 
and doea not concern the Ailianoa 
troable. He is well aoqnaiuted with the 
coast trade betwoeu the United States, 
Cnba and SuAth America, and does not 
believe our uouuneroial interests vrill be 
seriou-sly affected by the Cuban upris- 
ing or by the Allianca iuoidant.

Puerto Padre, Gibara, with Itt people 
aboard. It is rumored that the aohoouer 
was from Key Wesi. 

The sclK.xmer (icjlden Hind of Key 
West, wliii-li li*fr here several wet^ks nu;t) 
for a cargo of fruit with a crew of KJ 
men, had to pass Puerto I'adre and may 
have been the vessel in quest ion. Tlie 
bchfxMier L<mi.s<' Hastings and Lilliealso 
sailed for fiuit several days ago but 
neither had Hi men in their crew. 

The latest news from (Juba is that the 

ftoveriinient luus captured a schooner 
oadt^l with amis and aiinuunitioa at 
Havana, which Wii*; to go U> Santiagc. 
de C'uba. At Santa Clara several rifles 
were captured hidden away in the 
fields. 

Dolores Aledo, a y<mng Cuban giil, 
haa been confined in prison for siding in 
the concealment of lu ias at San Necolas 
street, Havana, scveriU days ago. A 
lientonant of volunteers, owner of the 
Cafe Ingles, was also jailed for his con- 
nection with tlii.-: affair

Washinotox, March 19.— The statw 
depai'tment has had no iufoniiatioa 
from oflicial sources touching the report 
that the Spanish cruiser Arc*do tired 
upon and sunk a small American 
sraboner ofl" the Cuban coast, and the 
report finds little credence here. 

The naval register sliows that the 
Arcedo is a smul schooner-rigged iron 
gunboat, built in Spain iu ISSiJ, and of 
about nine kuote' speed. It is not 
known whether or not she is iu Cuban 

Other sources of informatiim than the 
state department are likewise without 
informatiou on the matter, and m 
luoUned to discredit it. 

THE ALLIANCA AFFAIR.

WAMnKOTON, March 19.— An impene 
mystery surrounds the negotia- 
tibtas between the state department and 
the Spanish government on the Allian- 
ca affair. It seems to have been Iwrne 
in upon the ottioials of the sia'e O.-parr 
meut from the .secretary down, 
that lU the present excited state 
of public feeling in this country, 
better progrcMs can be made toward a 
peaceable setitlttmeut of the iuciduut by 
Beeping various note's secret than by

TUerei'ore the only response to definite 
iuquiries tiiat can De obtained is a ]iosi 
tive refusal to diacnss the subject in auj 
aapei't, and whether or not any uctiim 
has yet been taken by the Spanish gov- 
ernment in the direction of issuing in* 
stmctioiis t4) its naval officers to refrain 
from fmthei' i ui i rferencC with Amer- 
ican shipping will probaUly be learned 
first fnjm Havana, from which point 
the orders will lie tlistributed. 

As the little gunboats are widely scat- 
tered along the ('nbaii coast and neigh- 
boring waters it will not be an easy 
task to communicate tlies<' order> sjjeed- 
ily to all of them, so it is just possible 
tluit there may be sonit^ fnrtlier incident 
similar to the .Mlianca affair iK'I'ore 
these orders are made known to the 
Spanish naval commanders. 

It appe.os, in the light of rvciifs of 
this kind HI llie past, that thi- coin 
manding offlcor of tlio smaller oraft are 
not always of a high degree of iiitelli 
geuce or rank, for in cases where they 
have detained American ships tliev 
have found it neressary to hold i 
shijis for seveiiil d.iys in orUer that they 
might fall in with another uuger cru;^. 
with an otflcor aboard of siitHcient in 
telligenoi to e^^a^l and |)ass upon the 
adequac.y of the cai>tive's pai.eis. 

The geuen^ impression is that fht 
Allianca Inuideilthas alre:idy passed th* 
acute phase, and may be safely left tn 
diplomatic adjust ment in the ordinary 
course. The Spanish minister had in 
advaiu e a.ssnred the state depurtiiient 
that if Spain was in the wrong in the 
matter she w(mld speedily and volun 
tarily make all proper reparation, and it 
is not doubted that if she has not aliea<ly 
done so. Spain will soon instruct her 
naval officers to abstain from stopping 
American siiips. 

The only questions then left to be set 
tied will be questions of fact as to tlu 
location of the Allianca when she wu^ 
first signalled. The exact attitnd 
toward her of the Spanish cruiser, and 
the question of international law as ti 
the right of search inside of the niurint 
league, the last only in case it is shown 
that the AUinnca was within that limit.

SITUATION ON T HE ISLAND. 

Two Cabau Reragieaa T«ll • StartliDg Nt<iry 

on Hciii'ltiiiK New Vtirk. 

Kkw Vuuk, March lit.— The Wan; 
line steamer Stjguranca, which sailed 
fram Havana Maich 15, anived iu port 
yesterday. Among the passengers were 
two Cubans who told a reporter many 
new facts in connection vnth the situa- 
tion on the island, both as regaixls the 
Allianca affair and the revolt iu pro- 
gress there. Neither wJuld allow their 
names to appear for prudential reasons. 

The news of the firing ou the Allianca 
by the KpauLith gunboiit had reached 
Havana before the ilepartnre of Segu 
ranoa. One of th<' p i.^seugers said he 
heard a Spauish ofiicial, nigh in au- 
thority in Havana, remark that it was 
just the chance tliat was wanted. They 
had been waiting for an excuse tu firt: 
on the .\inericans. He expressed the 
general feeling of all Spaniards in the 
matter. Tliey believe that AmericaiiH 
are .secretly aiding the rebels and arc 
sending anas and ammnnition from 

Florida. 

The Cull. Ill refugees >aid that there 
liiiifs received in this country wei'e col- 
ored liy Spanish authorities and a cen 
sor.slnp liad bt'cii establi.slied on the 
press of Havana and newspapers were 
practically muz/.led. Tin; provinces en 
gaged 111 the revolt are Maiizanillo, .San 
tiago de Cuba, Holguin, Guaiitanaiuo 
and V'enguetia. The rebel forces con 
sist of about (i.OOO meu tlioruugly fa 
mstkir with the country and all luuxly 

and dele' mined. 

The gtAeiniuenf forces cuiisisi i»f 
about s.ooo regulars, and h.TiOO more an 
now en route from .Spam on three ves- 
s»'ls, w Inch may reiudi the island at any 
time. There aj'o about ,").(M)0 volunteerfr 
who will take part for Siiain, but the 
tiubans seeniwd to think liitle of them 
as fighters. He said they were princi- 
pally (derks who were piessejl into ser- 
vice and would have little liftirt in the 
light. 

The reljels were marching toward 
Puerto PrinciiH', which was the seat of 
the Id veal's" revolution. The it sideiits 
of this provim;e, which i.s one of the 
most densely popuhited on the island, 
are tliouglit to be in sympathy with the 
rebels, and are .expected to Join luuids 
with them when they reach the terri- 
tory. 

The iusuiTectionists are under the 
command of (jeiuaals Mayao and Guil 
lenuu Moncado. Th. Cubans say the 
rebels have things all their own way in 
the eastern port of the island, bnt they 
are committing no depredations. They 
frequently invade towns for supplies, 
but always pay for what they carry ott'.
